However, what happened recently in 
Amarillo. had even the calmest 
observer shaking his head in disbelief. 
“I’ve been attending matches for many 
years,” said Elliott Levy, a member of 
the arena special police. “But what 
happened here the other night was one 
of the most unbelievable things I’ve 
ever seen! 

“Hell, | remember my first night on 
the arena police force. It was the match 
between Dory Funk Sr. and King Cur- 
tis. 've never seen any match as wild as 
that—until the other evening.

Not 
one person in the arena thought dick 
would be able to wrestle again that 
evening. So the fans were extremely 
surprised when promoter Jerry Kozak 
made this announcement:

Dick and Kox’s troubles were just 
beginning. 

Only a miracle would save Dick 
Murdoch from being permanently 
blinded. And fortunately, that night in 
Amarillo, a miracle occurred! 

Storming down the aisle from the 
dressing room came Terry Funk and 
Gorgeous George Jr. These two men 
would not sit still for the blinding of 
another wrestler. 

Groggily, Killer Kox at first started 
to attack the newcomers. Then he 
realized they were there to help him 
and Dick. 

Before the war was over no fewer 
than eight wrestlers wound up in the 
ring. As Killer Kox continued to stand 
watch over Murdoch’s fallen form, 
Terry and George mopped the mat 
with the opposition.

wrestling match. It ended leav- 
ing enough blood to fill the Red 
Cross’ banks for the next year.

wrestled with the greatest of scientific 
skill!

Q: What about your former partner, 
Murdoch?

Q: You've mentioned Graham a few 
times. What’s your opinion of him?

I send 
my Opponents into the stratosphere. 

Q: Is Graham a thorn in your side?

Does he worry you? 

A; Since Billy has changed his ways, 
my feelings have changed a bit toward 
him. Used to be I'd say his ego bugged 
me. He was on an ego trip. But he’s 
comin’ out of that now I think. I mean 
we talk over the phone once and a 
while. But everytime I tell him someth- 
ing I got goin’ good in my mind he goes 
and steals it. So his body with my ideas 
are helpin’ him become even a bigger 
superstar. 

Q: Dusty, what about a title shot 
against Jack Brisco? Why haven't you 
won his title if you’re so great? 

A: Just to refresh your memory, | 
did beat Brisco in the Bayfront Arena 
in Tampa, Florida. | beat himin Atlan- 
ta, Georgia. But the belt has slipped 
through my fingers somehow, through 
technical measures. But. I’m gettin’ 
ready to plan an extensive tour of the 
United States, baby. 1 want to shake 


hands with all my people, all my 
friends. Now let nfe ask you guys 
somethin’. Who have you ever seen 
draw more people or create more ex- 
citement than me?

Q: Do you think you're getting the 
type of publicity you really want? 

A: Nosirree! Like Graham will pick 
up somethin’ | say and the magazines 


will put him on the cover, | am the 
American Dream. | should be on the 
cover of the magazines. | should be on 
Johnny Carson's show, not that eight- 
foot guy, Andre the Giant, or some 
nine-hundred pound dude. lam what's 
goin’ on, baby! 

Q: Dusty, you haven't gotten a title 
shot recently. Do you think the 
N.W.A. is hesitant to give you a shot 
because of your roughhouse tactics 
and because they might not want 
someone with your style wearing the 
belt in the event you beat the champ? 

A: The people of America want me 
for their champion. If I can’t get Bris- 
co’s title, I will go after and get Verne 
Gagne’s belt or the one worn by Bruno 
Sammartino. Maybe Ill take all three. 
Then you will say my movement is the 
best. People will be screamin’ and run- 
nin’ to get to see me. 

Q: Do you really think you can beat 
Brisco, Bruno, and Gagne? 

A: All in one night! Don’t matter if 
it’s in Los Angeles, St. Louis, Frisco, 
Minneapolis, or wherever it’s at. All I 
need is ten minutes to rest between 
matches. 

Q: Dusty, | hear you have become a 
recording star. 

A: That is true. | have a record called 
“The Great American Dream” on 
Akashic Records. I’m told it’s sellin’ 
very well. 

Q: Dusty, thanks for letting us have 
this bit of your time. 

A: Any time, buddy. Any ol’ time. 0 
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OR A PROFESSIONAL wres- 

tler, life is a series of risks. All 
the possibilities are examined. Then 
a course of action is taken. 

As the wrestler gains more ex- 
perience, he learns which risks to 
take and which will mean disaster.

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today,”’ the Indian explained, ‘’who 
hasn't done the same thing Steve is 
contemplating. Some of the unluc- 
kier ones still bear the scars of cer- 
tain unwise encounters. Most are 
simply bruised for a couple of mon- 
ths.
